Alexander was one of the drst famous kings 
of history to tell of fighting agsinst an ele- 
— host, saysa writer in St. Nicholas. 

is invading army had reached the River 
Hydaspes, and as the warriors looked across 
they beheld the opposing army of Ring 
Porus, who had not only chariots and an 
enormous army, but ‘‘the liuye creatures 
called elephants.” These great animals, 
which stood on the further river bank, 
shrieking and trumpeting, filled the soldiers 
of Alexander with terror and dismay. 

The two armies watched each other for 
several days; then Alexander succeeded in 
crossing the river, and the two forces 
drew up in line of battle. The Indian kin 
placed his elephants in the froat rank, | 
feet apart, thinking in this way soto frighten 
the horses of the foe that the entire army 
would be put to flight. Between the ele- 
phants were foot-soldiers. and at the ends 
of the lines were large elephants bearing 
strong towers filled with armed men. King 
Porus himself was borne upon an elephant of 
unusual height, probab y as large as the 
famous ‘* Jumbo.’ 

When King Alexander, who was a ver 
brave and valiant man, saw the orderly toe, 
he said: ‘‘At jJast I have met with a 
danger worthy of the greatness of my soul.” 
Evidently he had due respect for the eleph- 
ant soldiers that opposed him. 

Alexander moved his forces to the attack, 
and poured in a shower of arrows and 
spears. The elephants stood like a stone 
wall, tramping the foot soldiers beneath 
their heavy feet, seizing them in their 
trunks and delivering them to the soldiers 
upon their backs or tossing them high in the 
air. The elephants were evidently the maia 
hope of King Porus, and, preceiving this, 
Alexander directed men armed with scythes 
and knifes to attack them. 

These warriors chopped at the elephants’ 
feet and tender trunks until in terror the 
great creatures turned aud began a stam- 
pede that was disastrous to the foot soldiers 
of their own side, for they trampled upon 
them, and in theirown flight mowed them 
down like vrain. Alexander followed close 
after the elephants upon his wounded 
charger, and finally the battle was lost to 
Porus because of the elephants themselves. 
King Porus, being sia. during the hur- 
ried retreat, desived to alight. The driver 
ordered his slephant to kneel, Reig, 
ell the elephants being accustumed to obey 
in concert, did the same, aud Alesonder fell 
upon them and gained «complete victory. 

It is said that elephants which survived 
this famous battle were revered for years 
by the Indians and honored much os are 
the veterans of our wars. In an ancient 
hook, ‘‘ The fate of Appollonins of 'T'yanaa,” 
he is said to have scen in the town of India 
an elephant which the people held in the 
yreatest respect as having been owned by 
King Porus. It was perfumed with sweet 
essences and decked with garlands, while 
upon its tusks were rings of gold, inscribed 
with these words: ** Alexander, son of Jup- 
iter, dedicates Ajax tothe Sun.” The ele- 
phant Ajax, according to Apollonius, was 
the old war elephant of Porus in his battle 
with Alexander, and had sarvived and 
lived in honorable idleness for 350 years, 

While Alexander defeated the elephant 
corps of Porus, he saw they were good 
tighters, and created the office of Elephant- 
arch, or Chief of Elephants, and afterward 
visiting monarchs found him surrouaded by 
the largest elephants maguniticiently har- 
nessed,

Most people think it but a slight stim- 
ulant, considering it "the cup that cheers 
bat does not inebriate,” that it is a@ little 
alarining to find the contrary true,

had been over indulging in intoxicants. 
This she iadignant'y demed, saying, ‘‘coffee 
was the only stimulant ehe ever indulged 
in;” and it was true, yet she was in the con- 
ditiou of one verging on delirium tremens.

come addicted to the habit as one does to} 


liquor or opium. 
Froin studies recently made by a celebrat- 


ed German physician, Dr. Mendel, of Ber 
lin, if appears that there is such a thing as!

coffee inebriety,” a form of intoxication 
which very frequently leads tu the moat 
alarming results. The term inebriety ap- 
plied to this torm of drunkenness is no mis- 
nomer. Itisa ter: that well fits it. It 
approaches in both kind and degree to de- 
lirium tremens for the whole nervous sys- 
tein is deranged if not utterly ruined. 

The muscles become weak and trembling 
and the hands shake when at rest in a man: 
ner resembling the semi-paralysis of the 
confirmed drunkard whose nervous system 
has been shattered to its center. An in- 
creasing aversion to labor and any steady 
worh 18 noticed ; the heart’s action becomes 
irregular and more rapid, and palpitation 
with a heavy feeling in the pericardiac re- 
gion makea its uppearance.

lowed in increasingly greater quantities, the 
evil influence of the coffee, of course, being 
heightened by the alcohol used to extract 
its essential ingredients. 

‘The last stage of thia peculiar disease 
shows itself in the sallow face and clully 
hands and feet of the vietuns, coupled with 
an expression of dread and agouy which 
settles the countenance—a form of 
melancholia, alternated by hysteria, oni;

One of the most important points in :

care of the system is the keeping of the feet 
warm ani iry. This lesson has been taught

Tn of tragic experiences, and gi:e them no 
second thought, Our climate, with its 
sharp, sudden: changes, calls for the exercise 
ot predence in the matter of dress, to a de- 
gree that may be unknown in other regions 
where a more equable and favorable condi- 
Vion exists. Warm, comfortable undercloth- 
ing is indispensable, and should be borne 
even during a brief ** warm spell” asa guard 
against denger trom climatic changes. A 
person having become heated either by ac- 
tive exertion or by an excessive temperature, 
should not suddenly plunge into a chilling 
temperature,oraiteither ina damp place or 
ina cool breeze. The checking ofthe perspirs- 
tion too suddenly lays the foundationof a 
severecoldinevery instance. Gentile exercise 
should be continued tili the system haz re- 
gained somethiog approaching anormal con- 
dition, And sv the list of cautions might 
be extended: but the remainder would be 
as hackneyed as those already given. Care-
